2. SUMMARY: MOSCOW'S INITIAL COVERAGE OF THE 
RESULTS OF SECRETARY HAIGS VISIT TO CHINA 
EMPHASIZED THE CLOSENESS OF VIEWS OF THE TWO 
COUNTRIES, CHINA'S WILLINGNESS TO SUPPORT U.S. 
POLICIES TO BUILD UP ARMS AND OPPOSE THE SOVIET 
UNION, AND THE POSSIBILITY OF ARMS SALES AND 
COOPERATION BETWEEN THE U.S. AND CHINESE MILITARY 
ESTABLISHMENTS. THERE HAS NOT BEEN AN AUTHORITATIVE 
SOVIET COMMENT ON THE VISIT AS YET, BUT ONE LEADING 
SOVIET COMMENTATOR TOLD US HE VIEWED THE PURPOSE 
OF THE WEAPONS SALES AS AN EFFORT TO ENCOURAGE THE 
PRC TO TAKE OFFENSIVE ACTION AGAINST THE SOVIET UNION 
AT SOME POINT. END SUMMARY. 

3. AFTER A VIRTUAL BLACKOUT IN THE SOVIET MEDIA ON 
THE HAIG TRIP TO CHINA SINCE THE JUNE 10 ITEM 
REPORTED REFTEL, TASS JUNE 17 RELEASED A REVIEW OF 
THE TRIPS RESULTS BASED ON COMMENTS BY THE SECRETARY 
AND FOREIGN MINISTER HUANG HUA IN BEUING. THE ITEM 
WAS CARRIED ON SOVIET TELEVISION AND IN THE ARMY 
NEWSPAPER KRASNAYA ZVEZDA AND SO VETS KAY A ROSSIYA ON 
JUNE 18. PERHAPS UNDERLINING ITS LESS THAN 
AUTHORITATIVE STATUS, HOWEVER, PRAVDA CARRIED ONLY 
THE NON-SUBSTANTIVE OPENING PORTION OF THE RELEASE. 

4. TASS EMPHASIZES THE IMPORTANCE OF THE VISIT FOR 
FUTURE COOPERATION BETWEEN THE U.S. AND CHINA. NOTING 
THE SECRETARY'S COMMENT ON THE CLOSENESS OF VIEWS 
BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES, IT CONCLUDES BEIJING NOW 
TAKES WASHINGTON'S SIDE" AND "HAS NOW GONE EVEN 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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FURTHER IN ITS CONSPIRACY WITH U.S. IMPERIALISM." 
CHINA IS SAID TO SUPPORT THE U.S. ARMS BUILDUP WHILE 
THE U.S. ENCOURAGES BEIJING'S "HEGEMONISTIC AND 
AGGRESSIVE ASPIRATIONS" IN SOUTH AND SOUTHEAST ASIA. 
TASS ALSO REPORTS THE "COMPLETE COINCIDENCE" OF 
VIEWS ON AFGHANISTAN AND KAMPUCHEA AND THAT THE TWO 
COUNTRIES WILL FURTHER CONCERT THEIR "ANTI-SOVIET 
POLICIES." 

5 THE ITEM NOTES THE U.S. WILL TREAT CHINA AS 
A "FRIENDLY COUNTRY," THE "EXTENSIVE OPPORTUNITIES"

6. CLEARLY, THIS TASS REVIEW IS ONLY THE FIRST 
SOVIET REACTION, AND IT DOES NOT CONSTITUTE AN 
AUTHORITATIVE SOVIET COMMENT. INDICATING THAT MORE 
COMMENT WILL BE FORTHCOMING, IZVESTIA COMMENTATOR 
VIKENTIY MATVEYEV ACTED QUITE EXERCISED OVER THE 
HAIG VISIT IN A CONVERSATION WITH EMBOFF. MATVEYEV 
SAID THE RATIONALE FOR THE AMERICAN PROVISION OF 
"OFFENSIVE WEAPONS" TO BEIJING COULD ONLY BE TO 
ENCOURAGE THE PRC, PERHAPS IN A DECADE'S TIME, 
TO ACT OFFENSIVELY AGAINST THE U S S R. HE ADMITTED 
THAT NOTHING LESS THAN A MASSIVE INFUSION OF WEAPONS 
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TO CHINA WOULD MAKE THE PRC A SERIOUS THREAT TO THE 

U S S R., BUT HE SAID THAT EVEN THE PROVISION OF 

SOME U.S. OFFENSIVE WEAPONS WOULD ENCOURAGE THE
